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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 31 March 2008 has been entered. 

Claim Status 

Claims 1 , 3-7, 9-11,1 3-1 5,18, and 22-24 remain pending and are ready 
for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3-7, 9-11, 13-15, 18, and 22-24 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art made of record teaches a memory allocation method, but fails to teach 
the combination including the limitation of: 

(Claim 1 ) ".. .sending a locality request to a virtual memory fault handler, 
the locality request including an indication of a search policy to use from among a 
plurality of search policies; forming a data structure based on physical memory 
localities at the cells within the system and the search policy that was indicated, 
said data structure including sets of equidistant physical memory localities from 
said requesting processor; and ..."; 
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(Claim 11) "...send a locality request to the VM fault handler, the locality 
request including an indication of a search policy to use from among a plurality of 
search policies; form a data structure based on physical memory localities at the 
SMP nodes within the system and the search policy that was indicated, said data 
structure including sets of equidistant physical memory localities from said 
requesting CPU; and..."; 

(Claim 22) "...send a locality request to the virtual memory fault handler, 
the locality request including an indication of a search policy to use from among a 
plurality of search policies; form a data structure based on physical memory 
localities within the multiprocessor computing system and the search policy that 
was indicated, said data structure including sets of equidistant physical memory 
localities from said requesting processor; and ..." 

As dependent claims 3-7, 9-10, 13-15, 18, and 23-24 depend from an 
allowable base claim; they are at least allowable for the same reasons as noted 
supra. 

The prior art made of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 
above-recited combinations for at least the reasons specified and as shown in 
Applicant's Arguments filed 1 October 2007. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.
